REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11.^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant argues that Sirhan does not teach polymer carriers with variable degradation behavior. This is not persuasive because 
Sirhan teaches that the device may comprise a plurality of rate-controlling elements, each having same or different chemical and 
physical profiles and characteristics, and lists several possible polymeric degradation materials (para 34-35). It is inherent that 
different polymers with "different chemical and physical profiles and characteristics" would have different degradation behavior. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to Johnson are not persuasive; the rejection does not require bodily incorporation of the 
Johnson device and the Sirhan device; rather, the rejection relies upon the suggestion of a drug concentration profile in Johnson, 
and applies this suggestion to the device of Sirhan. As such, the rejection does not change the principle operation of Johnson, 
since the teaching of Johnson is applied to the Sirhan device.
